.a very simple rea.son. The 
lower the prices the greater 
the number of people who 
can afford to purchase the 
merchandise. Tlie merchant 
who sells to the largest 
irimber of people will make 
his profit on the volume of 
iiusiness. If you don’t be¬ 
lieve me. lust a-sk Mr. Sears 
or Mr. Roebuck, or J. C. 
d-nv-n at the Penney's store. 
Merchants don’t lower their 
prices because they a r o 
’’good guys” or community 
snirited. Businessmen lower 
prices because it’s gcxxi busl- 
.ncss. It is the profit motive 
that forces prices down. Un¬ 
der normal circumstances, 
the consumer is the direct 
bc-neficiary of this dynamic 
of the market place. Busi¬ 
nessmen competing with 
each other arc constantly 
trying to find Innovative 
wavs to lcs.scn the (S).st of 
their product while main¬ 
taining or increasing its 
ounlity. Many businessmen, 
through Improved techno¬ 
logy, have lowered the costs 
of their products only to see 
the savings censumed by in¬ 
flation. Any merchant who is 
selling his products at n 
cost comparable to the price 
level ten years ago has been 
doing a great lob and is re¬ 
ceiving literally no applause 
for his efforts. The free en¬ 
terprise system has been ab¬ 
sorbing the shock of infla¬ 
tion with increased teclinolo- 
gical advancc'ments and in 
effect has been underwTit- 
Ing the real cost of govern¬ 
ment inflatioiv 

— CT — 

Every buslnes s m a n in 
America must try to keep 
his costs in line. If he 
doesn’t, it isnt long before 
ho is forced out of business 
by a more successful com¬ 
petitor. Any huslnessm a n 
would love to have big pro¬ 
fits with little effort, hut 
alas, with competitors on the 
sceme. and consumers with 
limited dollars, he has to 
keen his prices in line or 
suffer the consequences.

As a newspaperman, I am 
ofte,n amazed at how few 
businessmen can articulate a 
free market economy concept 
and how they are continual¬ 
ly con,ned Into supporting 
governmental pro grams 
which are the antithesis of 
their own best Interests.

Since the last flickering 
flames were extinguishe d, 
and eventually the final seed 
was droDTXid from the sky to 
begin the cvclo of life all 
over again. I’ve been mearv- 
ing to saaieeze in some time 
to visit the charred remains 
of the devastating biuish fire 
of October. Two mont h s 
have now passed since 
flames licked firecely across 
our mountainsides spreading 
death across the land. 

So, on December 28th I 
hiked a distance up the Mt. 
Wilson Trail to view, first 
hand, the amount of des¬ 
truction, and to see how 
much of the land ... if any 
. . . had begun to recover 
from October’s flames. 

Superficially, the hills ap¬ 
peared totally barren . . . 
charred . . . lifeless. It was 
on the green fringes, such 
as in ravines—where hushes 
escaped the fire — that the 
first animal life was found. 
Scrub jays, dickers, and 
quail were very active, as if 
nothing had happened. Even 
mottontail rabbits hopped 
among the black denuded 
bushes as if forgetting the 
recent catastrophy. 

Further on up I began to 
hike the hills themselves. It 
was then that I saw the 
first, almost magical signs 
of rejuvenation. Amon g s t 
the white ashes on th.e 
ground were the light green, 
tender sprouts of wint e r 
grasses ... a few at first, 
then more generally spread. 
But what amazed me most 
were two common plants of 
the chaparral community . . 

. . sumac and scrub oak. 
Growing at the base of its 
blackened branches were the 
sprouts of new leaves . . . 
lust two months after the 
fire! That bundle of seeds 
just below ground level were 
hurst open by the heat of 
the flames, and had begun 
to grow shortly after the 
fire had passed. This was 
nature’s way of recouping 
its losses. 

Further on up the trail 
sweet smelling clumps of 
alyssum grew’ healthy along 
the edge, apparently escap¬ 
ing the flame’s wrath. I ob¬ 
served countless suma c s, 
with burned-out branches on 
top and new green sprouts 
at the soil level. It will be 
interesting to view this en¬ 
tire area a. year from now. 
What changes will have 
taken place? Oddly enough, 
de.spite the inches of rain 
we got in Noyember and 
December. I hadn’t noticed 
any signs of major gullying. 
Perhaps the root sof burned- 


out plants were still holding 
the soil . . . but don’t hold 
your breath. 

As time goes on. I’ll be 
taking other hikes into the 
fire area to keep vou posted.
